The elixir was spiced brandy mixed with the juice of bitter 
herbs; the plaster was a compound analogous to theriac as regards colour and 
smell; it was possibly elecuary Burgogne pitch, but whatever the substance; it 
worked wonders, and the wrath of the rural fold would have been visited on 
those who questioned the miracles of the poor nun. The facts to be looked at 
in this case are these; the sister, did this only for a pure love of humanity, there 
was no seltish motive behind it, this was great power; next, she never doubted, 
or if she did, she did not show it, and in not working for money, and not show- 
ing any doubt in her remedy, she got the faith of her patients.
